—o correlation. of which, Grovu; had. oily, 
an inkling ; and it is not too much'to affirm 
that in its solution’ lies’ "thl” key to the 
highest mysteries of our existence, as’ well 
as it mny be to the production, or rather the 
‘transmutation for our use of the vibra- 
_tions of the universal ether. “Is there: to be 
a short cut between the'etherial vibrations 
producing the phenomena of. universal gra- 
Vitation and the driving, say, of 2 dynamo ? 
‘The question may almost seem irreverent, 
yet upon its solution muy apn the future 
of the human race.
